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EMBATTLED SCHOOL BOARD Alternate Routing for 

FIGHTS OVER ROOSEVELT "* ,,, u ” 

The latest twist in the Roosevelt Senior High School saga 
took place last Thursday night when a “Back to Basics’' militant 
group on the school board asked for reconsideration of every de¬ 
cision made in the past six months with respect to the new school 
on Greenbelt Road. This move precipitated a stormy session 
which lasted until 2 a.m. when the meeting adjourned as the 
result of a ruling by the chairman that Robert’s Rules of Order 
do not apply between 2 a.m. and 6 a.m. on weekdays. 


"We are unhappy with the pre¬ 
sent situation/* said a spokesman 
for the group. ‘The agenda has 
had nothing on the Roosevelt 
school for a whole month. At this 
speed, the school will never be 
ready for opening in September 
1976 as everyone knows the school 
board staff needs our help and 
guidance.** 

"Yes,” chimed in another mem¬ 
ber of the group, “everyone is ac¬ 
ting as if everything is settled. But 
this is not so. We haven’t decided, 
for example, where to place the 
clocks in the new building. This is 
very important as we must be 
able to turn the clocks back.” 

“Our first proposal,** continued 
the spokesman, “is to change the 
name of the school Eleanor Roos¬ 
evelt back to Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt high school. This may only 
seem symbolic, but it is our sig¬ 
nal to the world that every deci¬ 
sion of this school board is tem¬ 
porary and reversible. This is the 
best way to keep the school board 
staff on its toes.” 

The move to change the name 
received strong support from a 
newly-organized group that was 
present in the audience. This 
group, known as NOM (National 
Organization of Men), argued that 
females represent only half the 
population in the county and the 
school board shouldn’t bow to pa¬ 
rochial interests. 

But the NOW (National Organ¬ 
ization for Women) was not to be 
outdone. “Think of the budgetary 
savings that could be achieved by 
retaining the name Eleanor,” one 
member said, “The lettering on 
the school plaque would cost less, 
since there are fewer letters in 
Eleanor than Franklin.” 


Greenbriar Protest 

A group of Greenbriar residents 
has formed a protest movement ag¬ 
ainst the dismantling of the on¬ 
site sewage treatment plant appro¬ 
ved by the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission early this 
month. 

“We were told when we moved 
in,” said the spokesman, “that the 
plant would produce effluent of a 
‘drinking-water’ quality. We were 
counting on using that water to 
help reduce our water bills. 

“In fact, we were assured that 
the effluent would contain many 
valuable minerals which could be 
bottled and sold commercially.” 


As the debate continues over the 
routing of the Greenbelt line of 
the Metropolitan Rapid Transit, a 
new proposal has been brought be¬ 
fore the county council which 
would bring the line closer to the 
center of Greenbelt. 

According to the new plan, the 
line would follow the existing B&O 
right of way up to the vicinity of 
the Beltway. It would pass beneath 
the Beltway on existing tracks and 
then would branch off towards the 
State Roads offices, passing un¬ 
der Kenilworth Ave., and across 
the dam at the end of the lake and 
ending in an underground station 
near the Center Mall. 

The new plan is sure to stir in¬ 
tense debate, as its effect on the 
city is bound to be considerable. 
One group that already has voiced 
its opposition includes several res¬ 
idents of Maplewood Court, near 
whose homes the new route is to 
pass. “You have no right to do 
this to us” they protested in a let¬ 
ter to the county council, “since the 
proposed route would destroy a 
self-guiding historical nature trail, 
of which our entire city is ex¬ 
tremely proud.”

Gardens Are For Gardening 


by a small group of passengers 
on the R-13 who had spent months 
in planning the perfect commuter 
bus. The new bus they envision 
will include a revolving musical 
bar, a library section, and a small 
chapel in the back corner. 

Services will include sensitivity 
therapy for tired, middle-aged bus- 
nessmen with hang-ups — to be 
offered voluntarily by a young fe¬ 
male psychologist of the group — 
and fish chowder every Friday. 

In one of the more innovative 
features, the bus will not need to 
be air-conditioned. Instead, it will 
be completely lined with a new ma¬ 
terial designed by a NASA engin¬ 
eer in the group who claims that 
its insulating qualities are so good 
that the entire bus will be amply 
cooled by the ice-cubes to be used 
in the beverages.The only draw¬ 
back is that the material presently 
costs $30,000 per square inch. As a 
spokesman put it, “Our ultimate 
goal is to develop a bus so perfect 
that no one will v/ant to do any¬ 
thing but ride around on the bus 
all day.” 


Renters Rebate 

A small but lucky group of ap¬ 
artment renters may be eligible for 
a tax rebate from the County's Tax 
Sharing Office. A spokesman for 
the office, Luther Uptight, recently 
said that last year a 2 % tax was 
levied on apartment rents. How¬ 
ever, the office recently discovered 
a computer error which left the 
county with more money than it 
can spend. Since apartment rent¬ 
ers are among the most heavily 
taxed group in the county, it 
seemed only fair to return the mon¬ 
ey to them. 

Therefore, those paying the rent 
are entitled to a 4.982% rebate. 
To be eligible, however, a renter 
must have paid the tax each month. 
This means that he must have sent 
in two checks each month to his 
rental office. To get the rebate, he 
must take the cancelled checks for 
the tax paid and mail them in with 
Form 028956-B. (these can be 
found in all drug stores next to 
the aspirin.) to the office of Tax 
Sharing. 


Golden Triangle in News Again 


A heated exchange followed the 
presidents remarks at a recent 
meeting of the Greenbelt Garden 
Club. In a prepared statement the 
president strongly urged garden¬ 
ers to remember the pledge they 
signed before they became full- 
fledged members. Gardens should 
be kept neat at all time, free of 
weeds, and should be used only for 
gardening. 

In some areas, he said, members 
were rumored to be having an un¬ 
usually good time while tending 
their plants. In fact, some party¬ 
ing was even reported. Such behav¬ 
ior, he stated, could result in mem¬ 
bers’ being asked to turn- in their 
Garden Club membership cards and 
lose all privileges to which it en¬ 
titles them. 

The matter was finally resolved 
when members agreed to report 
anything unusual to their Agricul¬ 
tural Extension Agent. After all, 
the Garden Club president stated, 
“Our gardens are much too impor¬ 
tant to be allowed to go to pot.” 


The area in Greenbelt known as 
the Golden Triangle has been ma¬ 
king the news for a number of 
years. At one point the vegetation 
growing in that area was cut down 
for a projected shopping center 
which was never built. Underbrush 
is again covering the property, giv¬ 
ing it an aura of mystery. 

Recently rumors have emerged 
that the Golden Triangle has sim¬ 
ilarities to the Bermuda Triangle, 
that area in the Caribbean where 
ships and planes have mysteriously 
disappeared. 

“There is absolutely no truth to 
these rumors,” categorically stated 
city manager James Gosee. “As far 
as we know, no vehicle of any kind 
has disappeared. The truck which 
was reported missing three weeks 
ago was hijacked and the overdue 
cement mixer did, after all, show 


up in Bowie the next day.” Gosee 
didn't comment on the missing el¬ 
ection signs. 

Public works director Buddy An¬ 
tic has a somewhat different view. 
“Well, I don’t know,” he hedged. 
“Something funny is going on 
there. I’ve seen some flashing 
lights at queer times. Might be 
some builder looking over the land. 
But purple and orange lights? I 
just don’t know.” 

Police chief William Crane is 
not alarmed. “We patrol that area 
regularly and we haven’t had any 
trouble. We did see some green 
looking fellows coming out of there 
a couple of times, but there’s 
law against being green and they 
were doing less than thirty miles 
per hour.”

Oil Spill Baffles City 

A major oil spill in Greenbelt 
Lake had city crews working most 
of the afternoon and into the ev¬ 
ening last Sunday trying to con¬ 
tain it. The spillage was reported 
about 1:30 Sunday afternoon, and 
the city sent two truckloads of 
sawdust and ten men to sop it up. 

The initial spill was located on 
the north side of the lake between 
the refreshment stand and the silt 
pond. When the public works crews 
arrived they discovered crude at¬ 
tempts had been made to stop the 
oil from spreading, but it had got¬ 
ten out of hand. 

Buddy Haddit, Public Works Di¬ 
rector, said the cause of the oil 
spill was baffling until they inter¬ 
viewed Mr. and Mrs. C. L. Umsy 
who reported the disaster. Umsey 
explained what had happened: “My 
and I thought we’d bring the 
kids down for a nice picnic lunch, 
and while I ivas tossing the salad, 
my hand slipped and the Wesson 
oil for the dressing fell into the 
lake.” 

Official are drafting a bill to be 
brought up at the next city coun¬ 
cil meeting that will require all 
Greenbelters to refrain from using 
oil and vinegar dressings on their 
salads at lake picnics, and try 
thousand island instead. 

CHI's Status May Change 
Due to Recent Performance 

It has been learned that Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. may soon Change 
its status from a cooperative to a 
competitive on the basis of its per¬ 
formance within the last several 
years, which has come to the at¬ 
tention of the Department of Hou¬ 
sing and Urban Development. 

A new law administered by this 
federal agency, the Title VII Com¬ 
petitive Act encourages coopera¬ 
tives that have shown sufficient 
member dissension to broaden their 
horizons by directing this energy 
outward. Matching funds may be 
provided for projects expanding th e 
argumentative scope of such or¬ 
ganizations. 

One such project envisaged if 
Greenbelt Homes achieves compe¬ 
titive status is the takeng over of 
Springhill Lake Apartments. It is 
felt that such a move will be sure 
to increase dissension in the city, 
thus making Greenbelt eligible for 
additional Federal funds. 

If GHI should succeed in becom¬ 
ing a competitive, next in line for 
this category would be the Co-op 
supermarket. A change in name has 
already been proposed — from CO¬ 
OP to COMP-EAT. 


among the shrubs. Two youngsters 
who had missed the school bus and 
had been walking to Greenbelt Jr.

in the minimum time. 

The new program involves the 
revolutionary concept of bringing 
people to the sun, instead of sun 
to the people. This will be accomp¬ 
lished as follows. 

Each month during the three- 
month winter season, one-third of 
the GHI membership will be offered 
a fully-paid trip to Florida, includ¬ 
ing transportation and living costs. 

Technically, NASA spokesmen 
said, the beauty of this new ap¬ 
proach is that “instead of trymg 
to coax the sun to come out in 
blustering winter weather under 
the most disadvantageous condi¬ 
tions, we will be sending people to 
a climate where the sun has no dif¬ 
ficulty in making an appearance. 
This is what is called maximum ef¬ 
ficiency ratio.” 

An enthusiastic GHI spokesman 
saw a more practical advantage. 
“We will be able to cut GHI fuel 
costs substantially since one-third 
of the heating plants will be shut 
down each month. We will sched¬ 
ule departures on a court-by-court 
basis. Those members who can’t 
take advantage of the offer will be 
given electric heaters and blank¬ 
ets.” 

Another advantage is that the 
GHI board will not have to wrest¬ 
le with the problem of establish¬ 
ing criteria for choosing which 
rows will get the solar collectors 
next Under this new approach, 
every member will have a chance 
to participate each winter by us¬ 
ing his own built-in solar collector. 

Although GHI officials will not 
comment, it is well-known that 
the discontent of GHI members 
with their corporation reaches its 
height in the winter months and 
subsides with the advance of 
spring. The new policy will help to 
minimize this discontent by remov¬ 
ing one-third of the membershp 
each month. One wag commented, 
however, that the same results 
could be achieved and at much 
cheaper cost by just sending cer¬ 
tain members to Florida. 

City Attacks Problem 
of Dogs on Two Fronts 

In response to many requests by 
ecologically minded citizens the 
Greenbelt Public Works Depart¬ 
ment has instituted a new service. 
In addition to collecting glass and 
old newspapers, the city is starting 
a project for recycling dog ma¬ 
nure: the annual yield is conser¬ 
vatively estimated at several hund¬ 
red tons, which can replace expen¬ 
sive commercial fertilizer in land¬ 
scaping and beautification projects. 
Residents should bring their dogs 
droppings to the Public Works 
building on weekdays during work¬ 
ing hours in securely closed glass 
containers (which will be recycled 
separately) or plastic bags: no 
shopping bags or paper containers, 
please! 

In the meantime, the chief of 
the Greenbelt Police Force declared 
today “War on Poop,” as he pre¬ 
sented each of his 17 patrolmen 
with brass-handled, individualy en¬ 
graved pooper scoopers. These pa¬ 
trolman have as their sole respon¬ 
sibility over a 24-hour period, be¬ 
ginning today, picking up dog and 
cat droppings and incarcerating 
any offending animal within the 
city limits of Greenbelt. 

Pet owners may recover their 
animals only on written promise 
of purchasing their own brass- 
handled, individually engraved 
scoop which the police will be 
selling at the bargain price of 
$19.95. 

“What has been characterized as 
‘Greenbelt’s Number One Pollution 
Problem 1 will be wiped out with ¬ 
in a week,” Police Chief William 
T, Road confidently affirmed. “And 
our policemen are prepared for the 
worst,” he said in serious tones. 
“They will be wearing gas masks 
and carrying billy clubs should any 
pet owner resist the arrest of his 
animal.” 
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GUI To Heavy-Up 
Electrical Circuits

Quite a large number of matters were taken up in a rela¬ 
tively short Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board meeting of about two 
a*d a half hours, Thursday night, March 25. Most of these dealt 
witfc domestic policy issues such as how to meet member needs 
for electrical power and space, how to provide input for long- 
range planning and what to do about renovating the very same 
board room these discussions were taking place in. 


The board was informed by GHI 
manager Breashears that three 
companies had submitted bids for 
improving (heavying-up) the el¬ 
ectrical circuits to twenty-five rows 
of homes, and the contract was a- 
warded to H. G. Lopez who prof¬ 
fered the lowest bid of $28,000. 
This raised the related issue of 
when to withdraw the moratorium 
on member’s additions, which has 
been In effect for about a year be¬ 
cause of the present unsatisfactory 
electrical situation. 

Director Mary Clarke felt that 
the moratorium should be lifted 
fairly soon, say within two months, 
so that members who presently 
want to expand can take steps be¬ 
fore June. Chairman Jim Smith 
and the manager expressed a more 
cautious approach, as did Charles 
Schwan from the floor, who urged 
the board to let members know 
that not all requests for additions 
can be satisfied immediately. 

Smith asked the manager to get 
indications of how many such re¬ 
quests are likely to come. At the 
same time, he noted that advan¬ 
tage could be taken of the mora¬ 
torium to develop a sound policy 
on additions, agreeing with Clarke 
that sixty days should allow en¬ 
ough time for this. 

Financing After 1977 

For some time now it has become 
apparent that new procedures and 
fund sources for financing GHI 
home resales will need to be set up 
in the not-too-distant future — by 
1978 — when the GNMA mortgage 
on the corporation’s property will 
be paid up. 

An Ad Hoc committee is being 
formed to consider this matter, at 
the urging of board member Hugh 
O’Donnell and others. Smith list¬ 
ed seven people - Robert McGee, 
Steven Sinden, Rush Kester, Shir¬ 
ley Egenreiter, Nat Shinderman, 
Charles Schwan, and Ted Byerly. 
- who had expressed willingness 
to serve and seem eligible for the 
committee. He concurred wfth 
Schwan’s suggestion that commun¬ 
ication also be set up with local 
finance organizations such as Twin 
Pines or the Credit Union. 

Long-Range Planning 

In response to member direction 
to come up with an over-all long- 
range plan for the corporation, the 
first steps of hiring consultants and 
providing input for such a plan will 
soon be considered by the Long- 
Range Planning committee, accor¬ 
ding to director Virginia Moryad- 
■as who chairs the committee. She 
told the board that any and all 
ideas, from all GHI members, will 
be welcomed. Smith suggested 
mailing out letters during April 
informing members about meeting 
dates at which the board could 
receive such member input. In the 
meantime, the committee will hold 
an initial meeting on Tuesday, Ap¬ 
ril 6. 

Sprucing Up 

A meeting of Eastern Coopera¬ 
tive Housing, the national organi¬ 
zation of cooperatives which in¬ 
cludes GHI, is to be held at the 
GUI administrative building (which 
contains the board room) in June. 
This has prompted the staff to look 
into renovating the building which 
has not been -attended to for some 
time. Breashears informed the 
board that it would cost about 
$10,000 to paint the building, but 
only about $7,000 to sandblast it 
down to the original brick, as has 
been done recently at the Center 


Mall. Director James Wright cau¬ 
tioned that there could be some 
hidden extra expense involved in 
the sandblasting (repair of mor¬ 
tar), but mainly because of the 
lower price the sandblasting pro¬ 
cess was approved. 

This further prompted a discus¬ 
sion of how to improve the board 
room itself. Moryadas suggested it 
be paneled, but Clarke thought only 
new chairs were needed and felt 
attention should rather be paid to 
the employees’ working quarters. 
Incidentally, the interesting fact 
emerged that manager Breashears 
and his staff have in the past al¬ 
ready developed some alternate 
plans for improvement of the build¬ 
ing. 

Other Matters 

Some other items occupied the 
board’s attention, such as a pro¬ 
posal by the Audit committee to 
write up a booklet which would 
describe clearly the functions and 
responsibilities of board, manage¬ 
ment, and committees. Related to 
this was a later suggestion by 
Clarke that the GHI Handbook — 
which presently provides general 
information to members — be up¬ 
dated; chairman Smith thought 
this would be an expensive propo¬ 
sition (several thousand dollars). 

The manager reported that the 
solar heating system in 2 A-D 
Court of Southway has been turned 
on but is not yet fully operative 
due to air in the piping, which will 
have to be taken care of by instal¬ 
ling an additional valve; however 
some heat is being obtained from 
the system now. 

The Home and Garden Tour will 
be postponed to the fall this year, 
according to director Clarke, spea¬ 
king for the Member Relations 
committee. 

The board decided to hold its reg¬ 
ular meetings in May on the first 
and third Thursdays, i.e. May 6 
and 20 (the annual membership 
meeting will be held on the second 
Thursday, May 13).

Parkway Project to Begin 

Congresswoman Gladys Noon 
Spellman attended a briefing by 
National Park Service officials on 
March 26 relating to the impending 
repaving project of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway, scheduled to 
begin on or about April 1. Mrs. 
Spellman was advised of the dates 
and times of construction, and was 
told by Leo Haslbeck, vice-presi¬ 
dent, Contee Sand and Gravel Com ¬ 
pany, contractor for the project, 
that ‘"The fewer people who use 
the Parkway, th e quicker the work 
will be completed.” Mrs. Spell¬ 
man, whose efforts led to the fund¬ 
ing for having the Parkway re¬ 
paved, said she was gratified that 
the Parkway will remain open dur¬ 
ing the entire repaving operation, 
but noted that things would be 
easier if commuters found alter¬ 
nate routes. 

All lanes will be open from April 
1 to June 1 at the following times: 
Mondays-Fridays 6 a,m.-9 a.m. and 
3 p.m. - 7 p.m.; 12 noon Sundays to 
6 a.m. Mondays; all hours of legal 
holidays or weekends preceeding 
or following legal holidays.

A new business is flourishing in 
the North End of Greenbelt. The 
young entrepreneur is 5-year-old 
Michael Richards, Jr., 56-H Ridge 
Road.

fied by council. 

Also, bowing to complaints about 
the cost of the trail, the Commit¬ 
tee recommended that only 4 of 
the 12 descriptive cedar-type mar¬ 
kers originally proposed be instal¬ 
led, thus reducing the cost of the 
project from over $3,000 to $1,700. 
However, it suggested that oppor¬ 
tunity be provided for individual 
citizens or organizations to under¬ 
write the cost of any future addi¬ 
tional signs. 

In place of the descriptive mark¬ 
ers, the Committee proposed that 
brochures be printed (and sold at 
nominal cost at the Greenbelt ffb- 
lice station) that would be keyed 
to numbered signs that will be lo¬ 
cated along the trail. There 
would also be metal directional 
signs. 

Other recommendations of the 
Committee included the construc¬ 
tion of railings at the steps at 
Maplewood Court, not only as part 
of the trail project, but as a safe¬ 
ty convenience for residents going 
to the Lake, and the placement of 
attractive trash receptables at a 
point on entering Lakeside at 
Maplewood and leaving Maplewood. 

The alternative shorter route 
suggested by the Committee would 
take visitors past the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. solar heat units, but 
would not traverse the nature part 
of the trail in the forest by the 
Lake, 

The four descriptive markers 
would be placed at spots near the 
inner core where there is greater 
police and citizen surveillance, 
thus holding down vandalism. 

Choral Society 

In another matter, the Bicenten¬ 
nial Committee recommended that 
the council endorse the Greenbelt 
Choral Society's fund-raising ac¬ 
tivities in connection with its com¬ 
missioned work “We the People.” 
The world premier of this Bicen¬ 
tennial piece will be held at the 
Northwestern High School audi¬ 
torium on June 12 and admission 
will be free. However, there are ex¬ 
penses involved in the obtaining of 
the original choral composition. 

Parking At Lake 

Another matter coming before 
council is a Park and Recreation 
Advisory Report (^3-76) recom¬ 
mending that council instruct the 
police department to make a spe¬ 
cial effort to patrol the Lake Park 
more intensely and ticket cars vio¬ 
lating city parking ordinances. 
PRAB has been concerned that the 
parking areas are being utilized 
by a majority of non-resident autos.

REASONS FOR PETITION 
TO REFERENOIM 

OF ELDERLY 
HOUSING PROJECT 

1. This is NOT a Federal project. Proposed apartment complex 
would he constructed, owned and operated by the City of Greenbelt. 
Since CITY means the residents, not 5 temporary’ officials, we feel 
that the residents should be permitted to decide if they want to be¬ 
come developers and landlords. Whether you approve or disapprove 
of the project, you are entitled to express your opinion in the privacy 
of & voting booth. 

2. No valid survey has been eon due ted to determine a need. The 
opinion poll taken at the last election eovered many subjects, was 
unsigned and unsupervised, open to abuse. The 373 questionnaires 
mailed out by the city included approximately 200 members of the 
Golden Age Club, the majority living in GHI or near the Center. There 
are at least 4000 senior citizens in this city, many living in Springhifi 
Lake, which comprises 80% of the total population. The questionnaires 
should have been sent to ALL senior citizens without regard to race, 
religion or section of city. 

3. Greenbelt has 8000 rental units, many of them low cost housing, in 
pleasant and convenient locations, as well as 1600 GHI homes. It 
would bp more in keeping with the character of the community to 
request Section 8 funds for rehabilitation and maintenance of the 
GHT homes which are sorely neglected due to lack of funds. Iruli- 
v'duals receiving rent credits from County and City are not paying 
2 j% of their income for housing, and would lose this if they moved 
into an institution such as this, where they would have to pay 25 c/. 
Additionally, HUD recommends' that no more than 30% of the occu ¬ 
pants be eligible for financial aid. 

4. Those who find it difficult to maintain their existing residences o~ 
prepare meals would not be helped, this is not a nursing home. Ma : d 
service wMl not be provided and a dining facility, if included, would 
serve only one meal per day. This would NOT be a cafeteria or 
restaurant, but a dining hall serving a menu chosen by the manage 
ment. Occupants would be required to eat this meal, or at least pay 
for it. 

5. If the construction is funded by a State loan (over 7%), housing 
assistance payments WOULD NOT be guaranteed by a 40 year con¬ 
tract, Section 8 provides for an original contract of 5 years which 
could be renewed for 3 year periods for a total of 40 years. Funds for 
this assistance are provided by the Revenue Sharing program. This 
program expires on 31 Dec 76 and Congress is reluctant to extend it, 
if at all, for more than 3 or 4 years. If these funds are no longer 
available, the city could end up with total responsibility for this com 
p>x, a multi-million dollar debt. That is already happening in other 
cities engaged in various Federal/Loeal projects. Shift and Shaft. 

6 Construction on parkland at Ridge Rd. would deprive a densely pop¬ 
ulated area of vital open space. There is no “comparable” land 
available at that location. If at the Hamilton PL site, this land would 
be removed from the tax rolls. At either site, a 100 unit apartment 
complex would stand out like a sore thumb and could result in rezon¬ 
ing land in that vicinity for similar construction. 

7. Our officials seem to have forgotten the importance of the individ¬ 
ual’s right to protection against governments control over their 
everyday life.
